School Report 


For the Year Ending, 


June 30, 1923 
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Superintendent’s Report to the Lempster Board 
Members of the School Board of Lempster: 


In 1846, in the city of Springfield, Mass. a test in a- 
rithmetic was given to the ninth grade high school pupils 
of the average age of 15 yearsand six months. The aver- 
age of the grades given was 29.41%. In 1923 the same 
test was given without warning to the children in the 
eighth grade of the Town of Lempster. The average of 
the grades given was 93%. Nomore striking commentary 
can be given concerning the improvement over the ‘‘good 
old days’’. 


The introduction of standardized tests has been con- 
tinued, in addition to the rating of papers and oral reci- 
tations by the superintendent. The retardation in 
Lempster is exceedingly small. The most striking ex- 
ample of excellent efficiency in teaching occurs in the 
Lempster Street School, where the Stanford Achieve- 
ment Tests were given to grades, three to eight. Thir- 
teen children took these tests in Reading, Composition, 
Arithmetic, History, Nature Study, Literature and Spell- 
ing. Of this number eleven were found to range from at 
grade to four years educational age above actual age. 
Wording this in another way, it was found that the know- 
ledge of these eleven children exceeded what would nor- 
mally be expected of children of their age, in all cases; 
and in some cases as muchas would normally be expected 
in four additional years of education. 


Those citizens who have kept watch of the remodel- 
ing and improvement program carried out by the School 
Board in the various buildings cannot fail to be impress- 
ed by the change. Lempster now has three buildings of 
more than average beauty and convenience. The future 
years should carry on this same forward looking program. 
The installation of chemical toilets is a step that can be 
taken without great expense, and the schools lacking 
jacketed stoves should be supplied with them, sometime. 
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East Lempster still lacks suitable playground space. 
The barren and sandy lot towards the south can be made 
beautiful without much expense. Doubtless, adjustable 
shades will solve the lighting troubles in Cragin and East. 
These are merely things to be kept in mind; for while the ~ 
Town can rightly feel justifiable pleasure, there is always 
something more to be done in the way of improving 
building's of the old type. 


The superintendent desires again to express his heart- 
felt appreciation of the cooperation of the school board 
and parents; and to give thanks for the always present 
sound advice of the school board. No school system can 
rise higher than the intentions and insistence of the 
school board. The present school system is a credit to 
the present board.
